Stargazers Fail 
PALESTINE, Tex. (AP) - 
Scientists ordered a b a l l o o n 
flight terminated yesterday after 
a telescope intended for a close 
look at an exploded star scraped 
the ground at lift-off. The mis­ 
hap broke an antenna and scien­ 
tists at the National Center for 
Atmospheric Research received 
no data from the gamma ray 
telescope as it swung from its 
55-story-tall balloon. 
The flight, fourth in a series 
to study the Crab nebula, was 
brought down near Waco. It had 
been delayed two weeks by bad 
weather. 
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Thousands Watch Jet Tragedy 
TORONTO (AP)— A member of the U.S. Navy’s 
crack aerial acrobatic team, the Blue Angels, was kill- 
ed yesterday when his plane crashed on the shore of 
Lake Ontario within view of thousands of air show 
fans. 
The swept-wing Grumman F-1I Tiger was making 
a high-speed solo flyby when it crashed about 3,000 
yards from the packed grandstand during the Canadian 
International Air Show at the Canadian National Ex­ 
hibition. 
Wreckage of the plane hurtled through the air, 
cutting the leg of a helicopter pilot on the shore. No 
other injuries were reported. 
A shocked silence fell over the waterfront after 
the crash. The other five pilots called off the rest of 
their 23-minute show and returned to Toronto Air­ 
port, making one low-level pass as a salute to their 
fallen comrade before landing. 
The pilot, Lt. Dick Oliver, 31, of Fort Mills, S.C., 
was to complete his three-year hitch with the Blue 
Angeles in November. 


De Gaulle Flies to Tropic Isle 
NOUMEA, New Caledonia (AP)— French Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle flew into this flowered Pacific 
isle today after a tumultuous three-day state visit to 
Cambodia where he demanded that all foreign troops 
get out of Viet Nam. 
South Vietnamese Foreign Minister Tran Van Do, 
in Saigon asked: “Why has the general not launched a 
solemn appeal to North Viet Nam and to China to stop 
the aggression? This would put an end to the war.” 
The French president was about half way through 
his 19-day, 27,000-mile journey around the world. 
New Caledonia is 750 miles east of Australia. 
He will go on to Tahiti and, if weather conditions 
are right, witness a French atomic test in that area. 
De Gaulle then flies on to Guadaloupe, a French 
island in the Caribbean, where Sen. Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont., says he hopes President Johnson will meet 
him to discuss the Vietnamese war. 


Farm Union Broadens Program 
DELANO (UPI)— Victory in this week’s Di Gior­ 
gio Corp. union election was only a beginning in the 
all-out effort to unionize farm laborers, according to 
the AFL-CIO United Farm Workers Organizing Com­ 
mittee (UFWOC). 
“This is our first step toward organizing farm 
workers everywhere,” said Dolores Huerta, vice presi­ 
dent of the union. She announced that union leader 
Cesar Chavez was leaving to take part in organization­ 
al activities in Texas. 
The union said contract negotiations with Di 
Giorgio would begin “as soon as possible,” and certain­ 
ly within two weeks. 
Corporation president Robert Di Giorgio said the 
company would honor the results of the election. 
“The company is hopeful that harrassment of 
workers and growers will cease,” he said. 
O. W. Fillerup, executive vice president of the 
Council of California Growlers, said he believed a re­ 
newal of the “indiscriminate picketing, irresponsible 
boycotting and three ring circus-type efforts that have 
marked the union's” organizational efforts would re­ 
sult. 


Kuchel Asked To Resign 
Over Redwoods Argument 


Combined AP & UPI 
Sen. Thomas H. Kuchel, R — 
Calif., said yesterday he had 
received a telegram from two 
Eureka residents who asked 
that he resign because he sup­ 
ported President Johnson’s pro­ 
posal that cutting of redwood 
trees on private land be halted 
to preserve them for a proposed 
redwoods national park. 
The telegram from Don Cave 
and Meyer Bistrin, Eureka bus­ 
inessmen criticized Kuchel’s po­ 
sition and called for his resigna­ 
tion. 
The senator declined comment 
about the telegram but did say 
he has no intention of resigning. 
The Eureka men also sent a 
telegram to Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, D-N.Y., suggesting he per­ 
sonally inspect the timber oper­ 
ations. 
Kennedy was unavailable for 
comment. 
Hundreds of telegrams were 
being sent by residents of Del 
Norte County to the White House 
and to members of Congress, 
protesting the proposed legisla­ 
tion. The county Board of Su­ 
pervisors estimated about 7,000 
telegrams would be sent. 
The supervisors r e p o r t e d 


many residents, entirely depend­ 
ent on the lumber industry, 
would be jobless if the law is 
passed, and there is no provision 
for relief for men thrown out of 
work. 
The telegrams said the pro­ 
posed law “will create unem­ 
ployment, 
poverty, 
destitute 
families, unnecessary relief pro­ 
grams and economic chaos in 
Del Norte County.” 
Kuchel predicted Congress will 
approve quickly the resolution 
designed to stop timber cutting 
by the Rellim Miller Redwood 
Co. within an area of a pro­ 
posed redwoods national park. 
Kuchel introduced the resolution 
Thursday in the Senate, with the 
co-sponsorship of Sens. Kennedy 
and Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash. 
who is chairman of the Senate 
Interior Committee. 
An identical resolution, re­ 
quested by President Johnson 
and Stewart L. Udall, secretary 
of the interior, was introduced 
in the House. 
The resolution, if adopted by 
House and Senate and signed by 
the President, would subject any 
person cutting timber in the Mill 
Creek area of Del Norte County 
to a fine of $50,000 for each day 


of cutting, and imprisonment up 
to one year. 
The resolution is intended to 
halt redwood timber cutting by 
the Miller company on land it 
owns adjacent to the boundary 
of the Jedediah Smith State 
Park. It would prohibit all tim­ 
ber cutting there until Oct. 15, 
1967. This period would allow 
Congress a year to consider and 
act upon pending and conflicting 
proposals for establishment of 
the redwood national park. 
Assemblyman Edwin Z’Berg, 
D-Sacramento, wants President 
Johnson's proposed redwood cut­ 
ting ban to include a potential 
park site in Humboldt county. 
In a letter yesterday to In­ 
terior Secretary Udall, Z’Berg 
noted that Congress was con­ 
sidering two sites for a nation­ 
al redwood park. However, he 
said, the president’s tree cut­ 
ting ban would protect only 
one: 
the administration pro­ 
posed site in Del Norte county. 
Z’Berg, chairman of the As­ 
sembly Committee on Natur­ 
al 
Resources, 
Planning 
and 
Public Works, said that ban 
should cover the larger park 
site in Humboldt county pro­ 
posed by several congressmen 
and conservation groups.

Red Chinese 
Capital Daily 
Faces Purge 


TOKYO (UPI) —Communist 
China’s feverish “cultural revo­ 
lution” claimed new victims 
today with an announcement 
that Peking’s official newspa­ 
per was being shut down and 
its staff purged. 
It was the second time the 
Peking 
Daily, 
not 
to 
be 
confused with the Communist 
p a r t y’s main o r g a n , the 
People’s 
Daily, 
had 
fallen 
victim 
to 
China’s 
current 
political turmoil. Three months 
ago, the paper was reorganized 
and its president, Fang Chi, 
dismissed for failing to toe the 
line of Chinese leader Mao Tse- 
tung. 
Today’s announcement by the 
Peking City committee of the 
Chinese Communist party said 
the 
newspaper 
was 
under 
“temporary suspension’* to “al­ 
low a complete cultural revo­ 
lution” — meaning a purge of 
its staff. 
The Japanese Kyodo news 
service said the newspaper was 
to 
stop 
publishing 
today. 
Kyodo’s correspondent in the 
Chinese capital said the suspen­ 
sion 
could 
signify 
another 
struggle within the Peking com­ 
mittee. 
The names of the current 
president and editorial staff 
members were not known. 
The action came in the midst 
of the campaign by militant 
Red Guard teen-agers to wipe 
out all Western influences in 
Chinese culture and way of life. 
According to reports reaching 
here yesterday, a mob of young 
zealots seized the deputy mayor 
of Canton while he was making 
a 
speech 
in 
a 
park 
and 
plastered 
him 
with 
posters 
praising C o m m u n i s t party 
Chairman Mao. 
The reports, corroborated by 
many travelers from the south 
China city, said the Red Guards 
attacked the official, Joie Ling- 
yee, after he had admonished 
them to treat foreign visitors 
with respect. 
The Canton mayor had in 
mind incidents where youthful 
demonstrators 
had 
molested 
and humiliated non-Chinese visi­ 
tors to Canton, forcing them 
to crop their Western hair style 
and divest themselves of foreign 
clothes.

Cong launched a mortar attack 
tonight on a U.S. Army 1st Air

All underactive thyroid is a com­ 
mon cause of fatigue in the olderly.

Who Says News Is Not 
Managed At The Source? 


THERE'S A DIFFERENCE 


THE ONLY WAY THAT news can 
be managed, says Arthur Sylvester, is 
by the editor who edits it. 
This s t a t e m e n t , considering its 
source, must be accorded the biggest 
horse laugh of the week. 
Arthur “Managed News" Sylvester, 
assistant Secretary of Defense for pub­ 
lic information, was called before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
to discuss the Defense Department's 
role in dealing with news coverage of 
the Viet Nam war. 
On previous occasions Sylvester has 
been quoted by reporters as having ad­ 
vocated government management of 
the release of information to the pub­ 
lic. When a public uproar ensued, he 
claimed he had been misquoted. 


TRYING TO TELL senators that the 
only way news can be managed is by 
the editor who edits it is the height of 
foolishness. Nearly every senator now­ 
adays has on his office staff an infor­ 
mation specialist of some sort who ex­ 
cels in preparing news and releases de­ 
signed to make his senator*boss l o o k 
good to the constituents back home. 
In other words, the Senators know 
from personal experience how news 
can be managed at the source. 


As Sylvester well knows, in decid­ 
ing what shall be released, how and 
when it shall be released and by de­ 
ciding what shall not be released, 
government officials do manage the 
news. 


“I don’t know what managed news 
is,” Sylvester told the Senators. 
Pass the bromo and the aspirin, 
quick. 


SOME YEARS AGO, Hamilton Air 
Force Base had an especially admir­ 
able base commander. He had an hero­ 
ic war record. 
His devotion to the 
service of his lellowman was unques­ 
tioned. 
This honorable gentleman was in 
command at Hamilton when a visiting 
general executed a blunder on land-

ing and piled up his valuable Air Force 
plane on the dike at the Bay end of the 
runway. This mishap cost the taxpay­ 
ers mightily. 


No word of it ever came out of Ham­ 
ilton 
through official channels, al­ 
though there was a drive on at the 
time to develop better community re­ 
lations by releasing more information 
to the public. 


As is inevitably the case, word of 
the crash reached the I-J in a fairly 
short time and soon thereafter it was 
appropriately reported in the columns 
of this newspaper. 


Not long afterward, I found myself 
elbow-to-elbow 
with 
the 
esteemed 
Hamilton Commander at a cocktail 
party and soon was launched into a 
sermon on the evils of withholding es­ 
sential news from the public, especial­ 
ly when the news involves costly dam­ 
age to or destruction of property paid 
for by taxpayers. 


With admirable honesty and candor 
the colonel looked your editor straight 
in the eye and said simply and plainly, 
“If you think Pm going to run to the 
phone and let your newspaper know 
every time some visiting brass hat 
fouls up on my Base, you have another 
think a-coming." 


IF ASSISTANT DEFENSE Secretary 
Sylvester needs to have “managed 
news" defined so he can understand it, 
let him call upon that former Hamil­ 
ton Base Commander. 


Senator Fullbright said the problem 
“seems intensiiied by a public sus­ 
picion that our government is deliber­ 
ately refraining from providing ade­ 
quate and accurate information." 


Fullbright is right. 
Sylvester's silly protestations don't 
serve the public good. 


The candid colonel from Hamilton 
was admirable for his honesty. Sylves­ 
ter is not.

WASHINGTON—In trying to 
devise a m ajor program for 
the next Congress to cope with 
the problems of the nation’s 
cities, 
President Johnson 
is 
clearly mounting a far-reach­ 
ing change in Administration 
policy. 


Until now the White House 
often directed the governm ent’s 
role in meeting urban needs 
toward the Negro slums. The 
“ city problem .” in M r. John­ 
son’s eyes, was largely viewed 
as yet another aspect of the 
“ civil rights problem .” 


It is only recently that the 
President has become political­ 
ly aw are that a nation reared 
in the country has moved into 
the cities. Since nearly four 
of every five Am ericans now 
live in or close to urban cen­ 
ters 
and 
since 
the 
nation’s 
Negro population amounts to 
about 12 per cent of the total, 
it is cle a r that the “ city prob­ 
lem ” is far larger than m ere­ 
ly “ civil rights.” 
But just what is the problem 
that M r. Johnson sees? 


ASIDE FROM the fight to 
bar racial bias in housing, the 
main presidential push in 1966 
has focused on a “ dem onstra­ 
tion cities program .” This con­ 
cept, 
however, 
never 
really 
caught hold in Congress, large­ 
ly because the President was 
never really precise on just 
what 
v.as 
to 
be 
“ demon­ 
strated .” 


The chief difficulty confront­ 


ing White House staffers cu r­ 


rently trying to devise an even 
broader-based 
Federal 
pro­ 
gram for the cities for 1967 is 
the painful 
need to form a 
clear set of goals and priori­ 
ties. In short. Mr. Johnson and 
his advisers must determ ine 
exactly what it is that they 
are seeking to accomplish. 


Is it to raise standards of 


living and thus broaden tilt 
choices in obtaining housing? 
Is it to revitalize the ugly com ­ 
m ercial centers of the cities 
while combating even uglier 
suburban spraw l? Is it to end 
discrimination and check ris­ 
ing crim e and delinquency? Is 
it to reduce traffic snarls and 
to improve the quality of urban 
design? Is it to make local plan­ 
ning and citizen participation 
really work? 


All these goals sound a ttrac­ 
tive 
and desirable. 
But, un­ 
happily, in many cases they 
are incompatible. 


The real “ problem” in the 
cities is psychological: expec­ 
tations are rising faster than 
achievem ents. 
As 
m ore 
and 
m ore afflaent 
suburbs grow 
around the central cities, each 
laced with neat lawns and fine 
schools, the apparent gap be­ 
tween life in the core and at 
the periphery increases. 


M EAN TIM E, 
T H E 
central 
city still 
rem ains 
the 
place 
where key m em bers of the na­ 
tion’s elite choose to live. It is 
this 
group, 
more 
than 
any 
other, that sets the tone for 
public discussion of the “ ur­ 
ban problem.” Simply put this 
group is distressed to find that 
the keeping up of a highly ur­ 
ban 
style 
of 
life 
is 
being 
threatened 
by 
an expanding 
need to give the new urban 
poor—mostly Negro—a place 
to be housed, employed, and 
educated before they can be 
assim ilated 
into 
the 
m ain­ 
stream of Am erican middle- 
class life. 


These 
psychological 
urban 
problems can never be solved: 
they can only be coped with. 
That, as Mr. Johnson may yet 
discover, is one of the inev­ 
itable 
tensions 
in 
a 
society 
com m itted 
to 
self-improve­ 
ments.

What sort of Negro GI is the 
Viet 
Nam 
military 
conflict 
spawning? What are this G I’s 
aim s? His hopes? His am bi­ 
tions? 
His 
skills? 
Does 
he 
know why he’s in Viet Nam ? 


These were some of the ques­ 
tions which churned through 
my mind as I rode the planes, 
the highways and the back- 
alleys criss-crossing Viet Nam 
villages and towns in search of 
Negro m ilitary personnel with 
whom I could talk. 
I was looking for Negro GIs 
w ith whom I could shake hands 
and let them know that we 
back home had them on our 
minds, are deeply interested in 
them and want to know w hat’s 
happening to them. 


There were dozens and doz­ 
ens of conversations with indi­ 
vidual Negro GIs in all branch­ 
es of the services, up in the 
hills, in planes, at airports, in 
rheir living compounds, at their 
duty stations and in the hos­ 
pitals. 


Fairly typical of a wide se­ 
lection of these men is one 
whom I shall never forget — 
M aster Sgt. Frederick Robin­ 
son, 36, of Memphis, Tenn. Sgt. 
Robinson heads an outfit of the 
famed, precise and effective 
Special F o rces — The Green 
Berets. 


TOUGH, brilliant, knowledge­ 


able M aster Sgt. R o b i n s o n 
makes one want to stand up 
and 
shout 
“ hooray 
for 
our 
sid e!” He made no bones about 
telling us, as his white South­ 
ern comm anding officer stood 
by silently and beamed on him 
with pride, 
that. 
“ We 
don’t 
keep a man who’s prejudiced 
in the Green B erets. W e’re a 
close-knit fighting team and we 
don’t stand for any nonsense!

“ You m ay defeat someone 
with force— but not win him .” 


When every- other mem ber of 
the team ’s life is dependent 
upon the other, we can ’t afford 
that type of person. We get rid 
of him quickly.” 


At a later briefing session in 
his headquarters, at an undis­ 
closed forward fighting loca­ 
tion near the Cambodian bor­ 
der. Sgt. Robinson proceeded to 


untangle a TV-weatherm an’s- 
type map of contusion of lines 
and curves and numbers into a 
meaningful dialogue, w h i c h 
fairly took one’s breath away. 


F R O M A L L appearances, 
even his officers stood back 
and let him operate things — 
at least to a point. I talked to 
m any, many other Negro GIs 
who displayed sim ilar dedica­ 
tion and 
knowledge 
of their 
tasks. 


M aster Sgt. Robinson, a 17- 
year veteran of military ser­ 
vices, was on his second tour 
of duty in Viet Nam. 


As a m em ber of the Green 
Berets he. of course, also had 
to qualify as a paratrooper and 
go through the most rigorous, 
highly-specialized training pos­ 
sible for a m em ber of the mil­ 
itary. 


IT IS MEN such as he who 
are m ost firm when they say 
that alter the service they have 
given to their country they will 
expect 
no 
less 
than 
equal 
treatm ent when they return to 
their homeland and to civilian 
life. He is soon to do just that, 
and also to m arry and to settle 
down.

How Many U.S. Classrooms Due 
To Have Empty Teacher's Desk? 


By HAL COOPER 


NEW YORK (AP) — With 
school opening only days away 
in most parts of the United 
States, administrators were still 
desperately seeking to hire thou­ 
sands of teachers today. 


A nationwide shortage of 
qualified instructors was dis­ 
closed by an Associated Press 
survey. The shortage was the 
worst in history in some states, 
including Wisconsin, Missouri, 
North Carolina. Illinois and 
New York. 


Among other states with dis- 
surbing numbers of vacancies 
were Michigan, California, Penn­ 
sylvania. George. Montana, Ken­ 
tucky, Maine. Rhode I s l a n d , 
Maryland. Minnesota, Nebraska 
and Oklahoma. 


‘i just don’t know how some 
districts are going to open 
school," said Miss May Regan, 
teacher placement officer for 
the Vermont Education De­ 
partment. 


Teachers of science, m ath*-; 
matics and languages seemed to 
be in short supply everywhere, j 
In many areas, the critical pinch 
was in the elementary schools,!

Mainly blamed for the short- j 
ages were: 


Rising enrollments. 
The drafting of teachers or re­ 
cently graduated teacher-train- 
ees into the Armed Forces. 
Widespread 
recruitment for 
federal "Head Start" and other 
training programs. 
Competition from industries 
for college graduates. 
States with low teaching sal­ 
ary levels reported personnel 
losses to nearby states which 
pay more. In some states, bet­ 
ter-paying big city school sys­ 
tems were said to be raiding 
smaller communities. 
A spokesman for the public 
school system of Omaha, Neb., 
summed it up this way: 
"For teachers, it’s a sellers’ 
market." 


Illinois, w hich has about 120,- 
000 teachers, was trying to fill 
21,000 vacancies. The office of 
state School Supt. Ray Page 
said the need was most critical 
in languages, vocational guid- 
a n c e , science, mathematics 
and the elementary grades. 


The New York State Education 
Department reported that sys­ 
tems under is jurisdiction were 
short 15,000 certified teachers, 
about 10 per cent of the total 
needed. The department said 
most openings would have to be 
filled by instructors whose train­ 
ing does not meet minimum re­ 


quirements. 


California, where high sala­ 
ries once attracted a stream of 
top-notch teachers, reported 
widespread shortages — 900 in 
Los Angeles alone. A spokes­ 
man for the State Education 
Department said 240 school dis­ 
tricts had received permission 
to hire teachers with provi­ 
sional certificates — those not 
fully qualified. 


"Our sources are drying up,’’ 
said a department spokesman. 
"Other states have recently 
been increasing salaries more 
rapidly than we have. The short­ 
age at the elementary-school 
level has been worsened by a 
new state requirement for ele­ 
mentary teachers to complete 
five years of college training." 
Jarrow Lindsey, public in­ 
formation officer for the Geor­ 
gia Department of Education, 
said school segregation was a 
further factor in the state’s 
teacher shortage. 


Dr. Charles F. Carroll, state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, described North Carolina s 
situation as critical, with unfilled 
openings for 1.862 teachers. The 
shortage of Negro teachers was 
particularly acute. Of unfilled 
openings, 950 were in elementary 
schools.

The bill was approved in July 
by the House Interior Commit­ 
tee, by a vote of 22 to 10. and 
may shortly come to the floor 
for action. 


The proponents are seven 
slates ef the southwest—Ari­ 
zona.

The plan is to build one dam 
in Marble Canyon, above Grand

The former, 310 feet high, 
would develop 600.000 kilowatts 
of power; the latter, 673 feet 
high, 1.5 million kilowatts. Mon­ 
ey from the sale of this power 
would be used for reclamation 
and water projects in the seven 
states. 


In brief, the proponents con­ 
tend the people of their states 
need the power and the water 
of the Colorado basin, and this 
plan would secure it with no 
harm to Grand Canyon and 
at little cost to the govern­ 
ment. Opponents declare the 
dams would ruin forever the 
beauty of the Grand Canyon.

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HALF A BILLION SOULS 
India Nears A Milestone

NEW DELHI. India (AP)— 
One day this month, perhaps in 
a primitive village lacking ei­ 
ther doctor or nurse, an Indian 
woman will give birth to the 
country’s 500-millionth citizen. 
Census 
officials 
decline 
to 
compute the exact time. They 
acknowledge that India will pass 
the half-billion mark in Septem­ 
ber, but there will be no official 
recognition of the milestone. 


After all, when you have 
499,999,999 people, what’s one 
more? 


India has more people than 
the combined total of the United 
States, Canada, Mexico, Brazil, 
England, France. West Germa­ 
ny. the Soviet Union. Autralia 
and Japan. 


It is surpassed only by Com­ 
munist China, w hich has an es­ 
timated 750 million people. 


The impact of population pres­ 


sure has a grim, personal mean­ 
ing here. 
If conditions continue as they 
are, citizen No. 500 million will 
face dismal prospects for his 
life on the subcontinent, among 
them: 
One chance in four of learning 
to read or write. 
A life expectancy of 45 years 
—less if the baby is a girl—com­ 
pared with 70 in the United 
States. 


An average income of $42 
per year, or 13 cents per day. 
He will spend eight out of 
every 10 rupees on food alone. 


One chance in 140 of ever 
owning a radio; one chance in 
1,000 of owning a telephone: and 
one chance in 3.000 of buying a 
newspaper. 


One thing the baby can al­ 
most bet on is that he will get 
married. Only one out of every 
12,500 
Indians 
stay 
single. 


What's 
more, 
they 
marry 
young — often in their early 
teens—and have lots of chil­ 
dren. 


He can also count on a life­ 
time filled with illness and dis­ 
ease, because of an insufficient 
and poorly balanced diet and 
because of contaminated water 
and insanitary surroundings. 


With massive assistance from 
abroad, India is making prog- 
less toward eradicating disease 
and increasing the food availa­ 
ble. Ironically, this progress lies 
b e h i n d 
India's skyrocketing 
population. 


Epidemics used to kill mil­ 
lions of people. In 1918 an esti­ 
mated 13 million Indians died 
of influenza and the country 
lost population between 1911 
and 1921 censuses. But today, 
malaria has been conquered. 


smallpox is being wiped out 
and other diseases are in re­ 
treat. 


Droughts used to ruin crops 
periodically and result in mil- 
mions of starvation deaths. This 
type of tragedy was repeated a s 
recently as 1943, but when fam ­ 
ine threatened this year the 
United States shipped millions 
of tons of grain to India. 


These advances have helped 
double India’s population since 
1901. Unless the birth rate is 
drastically reduced, it will dou­ 
ble again—to one billion people 
- b y 2000. 


India's 500 millions live in 
roughly the same area as Ar­ 
gentina, which has 22 million. 
The population grows each 
year by more than 12 million 
people, an increase equal to 
Australia’s total population.

The recent discovery of the 
music of India by the pop music 
world (see Beatles, Spoonful, 
etc. ) has spread interest in this 
unique music to many quarters. 
LPs are coming out at a great 
rate, and live concerts pack the 
halls, as this one did down in 
Lotus Land. 
The Hindustani music of North 
India, for which the great Ravi 
Shankar is the best-known art­ 
ist, should be distinguished from 
the Carnatic music of South In­ 
dia. The sarod player, Ali Ak- 
bar Khan, performs in the Hin­ 
dustani style although the “ Raga 
Kirwani” heard on this LP is an 
import from the south. 
The “ Raga Chandranandan" 
on side one of the disc is the 
main interest — a continually 
building emotional experience 
with fantastic rhythmic impro­ 
visations. 
While this is a good album, I 
must report that an even more 
exciting (both in performance 
and sound) version of the same 
raga by the same performer is 
available on 
the Connoisseur 
(45 R.P.M.) label. 


KIMIO ETO / KOTO MASTER

Along with the new interest in 
India’s sarods and sitars goes an

Eto is a blind musician who is 
said to be Japan’s foremost mas­ 
ter of the ancient stringed in­ 
strument sometimes called the 
Japanese harp. This is his third 
LP lor World-Pacific and con­ 
sists mainly of his own compo­ 
sitions and those of his teacher, 
Machio Mayagi.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
start of television’s 1966-67 sea­ 
son is only days away and, 
if industry attitudes are a clue, 
it contains all the excitement 
of a library reading room on a 
summer Saturday. 
Press agents are dutilfully 
puffing the new product and 
describing the marvelous quality 
of new scripts for new shows. 
But after visiting numerous sets 
and talking to a lot of people, 
one comes away with the im­ 
pression that the stimulating en­ 
tertainment of the season will 
come, if at all. in the 125 or so 
“ specials” the three networks 
will broadcast. 


MEANWHILE, among the 90 
regular programs on the evening 
schedule, t h e r e are 34 new 
shows. Everybody has his can­ 
didates for glory and sudden 
oblivion. 
NBC’s “ The Monkees,” a com­ 
edy about a bunch of rock ‘n’ 
roll singers, was receiving con­ 
siderable attention when inter­ 
views with the stars-to-be were 
halted. It seems the youngsters 
were acting bored about con­ 
frontations with visiting tele­ 
vision writers. 
Talk persists, however, that in 
its concept, the series has tried 
to capture some of the qualities 
of the Beatle movie, “ A Hard 
Day’s Night,” which would be 
nice if true. 


• THE ROUNDERS,” an ABC 
entry, is a contemporary cow­ 
poke comedy which its publicists 
term “ lusty.” But it is doubtful 
whether any early-evening tele 
vision program, including “ The 
Rounders,” could really be de­ 
scribed as l u s t y . Anything 
broadcast before 9 p.m. must be 
lit for tender young eyes and 
ears. 
Important 
theatrical 
names 
are at a minimum among the 
new shows. 
The one really big star entry 
is Jean Arthur in a CBS comedy 
called, reasonably enough, “ The 
Jean Arthur Show.” Miss Ar­ 
thur, after more than a decade 
of retirement 
from films, is 
emerging in a series about a 
lady lawyer with a blood rela­ 
tionship to that durable literary 
property “ Auntie Marne” —lov­ 
able, pleasantly insane and, al­ 
ways, so right. 


RUN, BUDDY, Run,” anoth­ 
er CBS entry, seems to be a 
parlay on the spoof there that 
won high rating last season for 
NBC’s “ Get Smart.” This time 
the hero is a spoof on “ the run­ 
ning man” theme—a fellow flee­ 
ing murder-minded gangsters. 
Another along the same lines 
is NBC’s “ The Hero.” 
Westerns are having one of 
their p e r i o d i c revivals al­ 
though they really never left us. 
ABC leads with three new ones: 
“ The Iron Horse,” “ The Mon­ 
roes” and “ Shane.” The latter 
is based on the old movie but 
the principal character has been 
slightly lamed for television pur 
poses. 
NBC has ‘The Road West.” 
Ann Sheridan's new situation 


comedy. “ Pistlos n' Petticoats” 
has a Western setting, but is 
not in the classic mold 


ABC’s "G R EEN Hornet” may 
not be a full relative ol “ Bat­ 
man,” but our hero parks his 
super-car b e h i n d a billboard 
that splits when he roars off for 
some derringdo. In the same 
category is NBC’s sibling of 
“ The Man from UNCLE,” call­ 
ed “ The Girl from UNCLE.” 
NBC is so fond of initials it 
has added another show called 
“ T IL E . Cat.” 
There is a clutch of situation 
comedies on the fire. There is 
pleasant talk about “ Love on 
a Rooftop,” an ABC entry, as 
well as “ That Girl,” starring 
Danny Thomas’ daughter. Mar­ 
io. 


AND ADD A couple of science 
fiction entries — NBC’s “ Star 
Trek” and ABC’s “ Time Tun­ 
nel.” They will go down nicely 
with the crowd that already 
loves “ Voyage to the Bottom of 
the Sea” and “ Lost in Space.” 
“ Jericho” on CBS will start 
fighting the intelligence battles 
of World War II. 
No one seems to know much 
about “ The T a m m y Grimes 
Show” on ABC except that the 
star will play a slightly “ Auntie 
Marne” character, too. NBC’s 
“ Tarzan” promises to he amus­ 
ing even if there is no Jane and 
the 
great apes” have shrunk 
to more docile chimps. 
Milton Berle. at this writing, 
had just taped his first variety 
show for ABC. Two series, “ Rat 
Patrol” and “ The Man Who 
Never Was,” are being shot 
abroad and unbiased word about 
their progress is slow in arriv­ 
ing in Hollywood.

Organized 
Labor's Day 


In Marin That Means 
14,000 Men And Women 


By DON KEOWN 


Marin County on Monday will 
join with the rest of the na­ 
tion in marking the working 
man’s holiday. 
Especially is Labor Day dedi­ 
cated to the members of or­ 
ganized labor’s unions. 
In Marin, that means approxi­ 
mately 14,000 men and women 
who belong to unions and work 
and draw their paychecks in 
Marin. 
Another 3.000 to 4,000 union 
members reside in this county, 
but commute out of the coun­ 
ty to their jobs. 


HUGH CASSIDY, secretary- 
treasurer of the Marin County 
Labor 
Council, 
coordinating 
body for the American Federa­ 
tion of l^abor-Congress of In­ 
dustrial Organizations affiliated 
unions, estimates that the group 
represents between 12,000 and 
13,000 union men and women 
employed in Marin. 
Independent unions, not affili­ 
ated with the AFL-CIO, of which 
the Teamsters’ Union is the 
largest, bring the Marin total 
up to the 14,000 figure. 
“ While we do not represent 
the Teamsters,” Cassidy says, 
“ we cooperate with them on the 
local level.” 


CASSIDY ESTIM ATES that 
there are between 45 and 50 
different unions with members 
working in the county. 
Of the A FLC IO unions, the 
Carpenters’ Union is the largest, 
followed by the Retail Clerks, 
and then the Bartenders and 


Culinary Workers. 
“ That pretty well reflects the 
kind of economy our county 
has,” observes Cassidy. “ Con­ 
struction and the services are 
our mainstays. Manufacturing 
is only a relatively minor fac­ 
tor.” 


MOST OF Marin’s active un­ 
ions have doubled or more than 
doubled their membership dur­ 
ing the 15 years Cassidy has 
been a labor council officer. 
“ That growth is continuing,” 
Cassidy says. 
Generally, Cassidy adds, the 
organized labor picture in Ma­ 
rin County is a healthy one. 
“ Construction 
is 
especially 
well organized,” he says. “ There 
are still some fields that are 
not as well organized as we 
would like for them to be. But 
generally speaking, I would say 
that Marin is a healthy union 
county.” 


LABOR 
RELATIO NS, 
too, 
h a v e been excellent, he re­ 
ports. 
“ The picture in Marin is one 
of unusual harmony,” Cassidy 
says. 
“ I can only recall two serious 
disputes on the local level that 
resulted in strikes. Marin mem­ 
bers were involved, of course, 
in area-wide strikes. But on the 
Marin level, I can remember 
only the two—and we won them 
both.” 
He attributes that “ remark­ 
able record” to a willingness 
to “ keep on talking as long as 
there is any reasonable chance 
of settling controversial points.” 


ORGANIZED LABOR, Cassi­ 
dy says, would like to see in­ 
creased industry in the coun­ 
ty. 
“ There is industry of a kind 
that would in no way injure the 
beauty and character of our 
county,” he declares. 
But he sees little hope for 
any real upsurge in manufac­ 
turing activity in Marin. 
High land costs, high trans­ 
portation costs, high taxes are 
among the factors that stand

in the way of any such trend, 
he believes. 


“ DURING THE 15 years 1 have 
been a labor council officer, the 
economy pattern for our coun­ 
ty has not really changed,” he 
says. “ We have remained depen­ 
dent largely upon construction 
and the services for our em­ 
ployment.” 
The 
Marin 
County 
Labor 
Council meets twice a month 
in the Painters’ Union Hall at 
701 Mission Street, San Rafael. 
Matters before the council 
may 
range 
beyond 
strictly 
union matters into civic and 
other fields. 
“ There is no restriction as to 
what can be brought before us,” 
Cassidy says. 


JA M ES SMITH of Fairfax and 
the Butchers’ Union is the coun­ 
cil president. 
No special observance of La­ 
bor Day is planned for Mon­ 
day in Marin County. 
“ I ’m afraid that Labor Day, 
like Memorial Day, has be­ 
come j u s t another three-day 
holiday weekend for many peo­ 
ple.” Cassidy says. “ Too few 
think of why they are having a 
day off-work.” 
This is true, he admits, even 
of many union members, to 
whom the day is dedicated. 


“ I THINK IT IS a product of 
our times and conditions,” he 
says. “ There is less personal 
involvment among union mem­ 
bers. There is a tendency to 
trust and rely upon the leader­ 
ship. The worker is less inclined 


to identify himself closely with 
the union, even though he be­ 
longs, pays his dues and believes 
in it and its programs. 
“ I ’m not saying it is some­ 
thing to my liking. I ’m just 
saying it is something I have 
observed, and apparently some­ 
thing that is in keeping with 
today’s society. 
“ There can, however, still be 
a high degree of militancy in 
the ranks of organized la b o r 
when there is a cause for it We 
witnessed that when union mem­ 
bers rallied so strongly to fight 
the so-called right-to-work pro­ 
posal.” 


CASSIDY SAYS he can still re­ 
call fondly the years before 
World War II when Labor Day 
was a holiday in the Bay Area 
that called for a major observ­ 
ance—“ especially in San Fran­ 
cisco, where there used to be 
a parade and other activities.” 
Labor Day, however, predates 
considerably those years. 
It was back in the 1880s that 
the Knights of Labor began agi­ 
tating for an official Labor Day 
observance. In 1887, Oregon be­ 
came the first state to officially 
proclaim the holiday. O th e r 
states followed suit. Then in 
1894 Congress passed a bill pro­ 
claiming the first Monday of 
September as an annual Labor 
Day holiday throughout the Uni­ 
ted States. 


NOW LABOR DAY is marked 
in all 50 states and in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
The years may have beclouded 
the history of and reason for 


i^bor Day, but the thoughtful 
Marinitc has little difficulty dis­ 
cerning the part played by or­ 
ganized labor members in his 
daily life. 
He works in an office building 
constructs by union workers. 
He may commute to his job in a 
bus operated by a union driver. 
He has his hair cut by a union 
b a r b e r . He uses a telephone 
serviced by union maintenance 
personnel. He lunches in a res­ 
taurant where the food is pre­ 
pared by a union chef and serv­ 
ed by a union waitress, and may 
enjoy a cocktail prepared by a 
union bartender. 


H IS M AIL IS delivered by a 
union postman to a home built 
by union construction workers. 
He dines at home on meat cut 
by union butchers, canned and 
frozen foods processed by union 
members, transported by union 
teamsters and sold by union 
clerks. He enjoys a newspaper 
made possible by union printers, 
engravers, pressmen and stereo- 
typers. In an emergency, he 
calls a union plumber or other 
serviceman. 
He may attend a movie where 
the projectionist is a union man, 
or he may stay home to watch 
television with union entertain­ 
ers and union technicians behind 
the screens. 
His daily contacts with union 
services and union products are 
endless. 
And it is because of the men 
and women behind these serv­ 
ices and products that he will 
be on holiday this Monday.

Batik Proves Enjoyable 
And Profitable Pastime 


Two Terra Linda mothers have 
discovered how a Saturday di­ 
vided 
between 
kitchen 
and 
clothesline can lead to an excit­ 
ing, 
creative 
hobby. 
And 
a 
financially profitable one. 
at 
that! 
Jane Santucci and Donna Sal­ 
mela 
are 
self - taught 
batik 
artists. 


BATIK IS AN ancient, Orien­ 
tal art which consists of apply­ 
ing wax and dyes to cloth in a 
way which produces a special, 
marbelized effect. The base de­ 
sign can come from an original 
drawing, a copy of a favorite 
painting . . . or it can be just 
an abstract splash of color. 
Using the batik technique, the 
dyes bleed—madris-like— fusing 
into a unique color blend certain 
to start conversations wherever 
the paintings are hung. 
Yet the method is so simple 
that nearly anyone can produce 
a creditable batik in the family 
kitchen. 


THE ONLY equipment needed 
is a cotton cloth (sheeting will 
do nicely), paraffin or wax . . . 
and a few boxes of ordinary 
fabric dye »Hit or Tintex work 
fine*. 
On a typical Saturday. Jane 
and Donna turn out four to 
seven batiks, using from three 
to six colors in each. Over the 
past year, these Saturday artists 
have been framing their best 
efforts and earlier this summer 
they timidly showed a few dozen

of their batiks to Corky Jones, 
hostess at Sam’s Anchor Cafe in 
Tiburon. Within a week the girt- 
batik collection went on display 
in Sam’s main dining room, and 
suddenly they had their first 
show. 
“ Frankly, 
we 
were 
scared 
stiff,” confides Donna. “ We did 
not know whether we would be 
laughed at, or whether <ome 
would actually be sold.” 


FORTY-EIGHT hours afttr 
the show began, they found out. 
The batiks—modestly priced 
in the $25 to $100 range- sold 
fast. 
Other shows followed and ra w 
the Terra Linda neighbors have 
returned to Sam’s w ith a new c ol- 
lection of their batiks for exhibit 
and sale. These, too, are already 
producing 
financial 
dividends 
which may some day help put 
the kids through college 
Producing marketable batiks 
of course, takes more than a 
simple design and a few hours 
time. Jane and Donna both have 
college degrees in art and are 
expert at creating original de­ 
signs for their renderings. They 
have also developed their own 
advanced t e c h n i q u e s after 
months of experimentation 
But the basic batik method is 
easily done. It’s inexpensive and 
it affords a chance for any one 
with or without artistic training 
—to create some fascinating con­ 
versation pieces for the home 


HERE IS HOW it works: 
Take a piece of cotton cloth 
and draw the basic design on it 
with a pencil. If the design is 
to be a copy of another painting 
or drawing, trace it through the 
cloth. 
Spread the cloth smoothly over 
a layer of wax paper. Put 
weights on each corner. 
Melt the wax or paraffin in 
a double boiler and paint it with 
a brush on that part of the

design which is not to be stained 
with the first color. Let the wax 
cool. 
Dissolve a package of dye in 
two quarts of warm <not hot) 
water. Use a large, enamel pan 
or the kichen sink for dyeing. 
Dip the waxed cloth in the 
dye and let it set for five to 20 
minutes, depending on how deep 
a color is desired. 
Remove the stained and waxed 
cloth and rinse it in warm water 
Then, weather permitting, hang 


it on the clothesline to dry. On a 
typically warm, windy, Terra 
Linda day, this takes only 15 or 
20 minutes. 
When the cloth is dry, remove 
the old wax by placing the cloth 
between layers of paper towel­ 
ing and ironing with a medium 
heat setting. The paper will 
absorb the wax. 
Now it is ready for the second 
color. Once again, apply wax in 
the areas which are not to be 
stained with color. Soak the 
batik in the second color dye,

dry and repeat the process until 
all colors are applied. 


SPECIAL TIP: 
Begin with 
light colors and primary colors, 
such as yellow, blue and red. 
then progress to the darker 
colors. Use only a few colors for 
the first efforts; the color spec­ 
trum can be increased by dye­ 
ing blue over yellow to produce 
green . . . red over yellow to 
produce orange, and so on. 
Areas which are covered with 
wax through all of the dye baths 
will, of course, remain white. 
Each time the wax dries, 
normal movement will cause it 
to crack a little. Dye will seep 
into these cracks—staining the 
batik in an irregular and unpre­ 
dictable fan-like pattern. This 
causes the marbelized effect 
which characterizes batik and 
sets it apart from any other 
type of painting 


WITH A LITTLE practice, the 
waxed cloth can be gently twist­ 
ed to increase the distinctive 
batik effect without destroying 
the bask? design. 
So being tied to the kitchen 
and clothesline need not be a 
dull routine. With a little inge­ 
nuity and practice, any kitchen 
can be converted into a creative 
art studio. 
And who knows? The results 
might turn a tidy profit to boot!

Another Critical Appraisal Of 
The Warren Commission Report 


By DON KKOYVN 


The spate of critiques of the 
Warren Commission investiga­ 
tion and report on the assassina- 
_ tion of President John F. Ken­ 
nedy continues with the publi­ 
cation of an English translation 
of French journalist Leo Sau­ 
sage’s “ The Oswald 
Affair,” 
first published in France last 
year. 
Sauvage covers 
m u ch 
the 
same ground as does Mark Lane 
in his “ Hush to Judgment,” but 
reaches more sweeping conclu­ 
sions. 


Lane was content to [>oint out 
deficiencies 
in 
the 
Commis- 
sion’s probe and findings, con­ 
tending that the theory of Lee 
Oswald as a lone assassin had 
not been proven while refrain­ 
ing from theorizing of his own. 


Sauvage goes further, con­ 
cluding “ that it is logically un­ 
tenable. legally indefensible and 
morally inadmissable to declare 
Lee Harvey Oswald the assassin 
of President Kennedy.” and sug­ 
gesting the slaying was actually 
a racist plot. 
Like Lane. Sauvage argues 
that the Commission approached 
its weighty assignment pre-com- 
mitted to the theory of federal 
and Dallas authorities that Os­ 
wald acted alone without fellow 
conspirators 
and 
perpetrated 
the murder 
It then, the two 
authors maintain, proceeded to 
fit the evidence into that pat­ 
tern. discarding that which did 
not fit. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
hir fellow commissioners were 
motivated, they suggest, bv a 
false patriotism—a feeling that 
a final, non-conspiratorial ver­ 
dict would best serve the na­ 
tional interest. 
It is apparent that there is 
rivalry in the ranks of the Com­ 
mission critics 
with 
Sauvage 
frequently caustic in his com­ 
ments concerning his colleagues 
including Lane. Yet it is Lane 
who seems to have written the 
more comprehensive, the sound­ 
er, more thoughtful, tar better 
documented and more persua­ 
sive book. 
Sometimes the two writers 
reach identical or similar con­ 
clusions. sometimes thev diltor

widely, and sometimes they ex­ 
plore fields overlooked or ig­ 
nored by the other. Hut gener­ 
ally, Lane’s analyses of 
the 
Commission's 
procedures 
and 
conclusions are the more con­ 
vincing. His tone is more mod­ 
erate and his opinions more con­ 
vincing. Sauvage harms his own 
case by resorting excessively to 
ridicule. And he sometimes in­ 
dulges in the very practices he 
criticizes. For i n s t a n c e , his 
racist plot theory is totally with­ 
out substantiation. On the other 
hand, he has made a stronger 
personal attempt than Lane to 
obtain from witnesses the an­ 
swers to key questions that went 
unasked by the Commission and 
its staff. 
The points made by t h e s e 
critics are being dismissed in 
some quarters as the m i n o r 
flaws to be expected in an in­ 
vestigation of this scope. 
To reach your own decision 
about this, let us suggest you 
read first the Warren Commis­ 
sion Report. Few of us have 
time to read the mammoth rec­ 
ord in full, but keep in mind the 
report represents a summariza­ 
tion and conclusions only. Then, 
perhaps, take up Rep. Gerald 
Ford's (a Commission memberi 
book “ Portrait of the Assassin.” 
a defense of the report against 
earlier criticism. Finally, the 
Lane and Sauvage books, and 
perhaps Edward Jay Epstein's 
“ inquest" and Fred J. Cook’s 
The Nation magazine series as 
well, should be read 
If time 
limits you to one critique, select 
Lane’s. 
By then, we think you’ll share 
the fee’ing that the still existing 
uncertainties a r e intolerable, 
and that the ghost of Lee Har­ 
vey Oswald stands “ convicted” 
o» one of the most dastardly 
crimes in American history upon 
evidence that was, at best, in­ 
adequately assessed. 


“ N A T LR E ’S Medicines” 
bv 


Richard Lucas is a disappoint­ 
ment in that it fails to fulfill the 
promise of its jacket that it will 
provide its readers with “ a fas­ 
cinating account of the herbal 
medicines 
used 
by 
mankind 
through the ages.” 
Nor does it live up to the sub­ 
title: “ The Folklore, Romance 
and Value of Herbal Remedies.” 


Lucas has put together a loose 
and spotty hodgepodge of data 
about botanical remedies, past 
and present, proven and other­ 
wise. Nor does he stick to the 
subject matter of herbology. In­ 
stead. he strays frequently into 
the field of health foods and oth­ 
er related subjects. 


His evaluations of the t r u e 
worth of the various remedies 
discussed are not always clear, 
and he often leaves his readers 
wondering just what is fact and 
what is folklore. 


It is. however, not a dull book 
Despite Lucas’ mishandling, the 
subject matter in itself is inter­ 
esting — and sometimes down­ 
right fascinating. And his basic 
premise is a sound one—that 
medicine is learning that there 
i., a very sound role for botan- 
icals in its particular science, 
and that man-created biologi- 
cals cannot be relied upon to do 
the complete job. 
Thus, 
the 
worldwide search for and lab­ 
oratory work 
with promising 
plants that we have witnessed 
in recent years. And the in­ 
creasing attention paid to the 
old-time cures of the medicine 
men of many cultures and eras. 


In his foreword to the book. 
Dr 
Harry Benjamin says the 
book has great value for phy­ 
sicians 
as 
a 
supplementary 
pharmacological reference, and 
predicts that “ Nature’s Medi­ 
cines” will also become some­ 
thing of a favorite among med­ 
ical students. These develop­ 
ments we would regard as du­ 
bious. for the book would hardly 
seem to be of sufficient weight 
to serve those purposes. 


Lightweight, disorganized and 
superficial as it seems to be 
the book nevertheless m a k e s 
satisfactory reading for the non­ 
professional. He can then go on 
to heavier tomes if his interest 
is whetted sufficientlv.

magistrate refuses to go along 
with the trumped-up ' evidence,” 
but only to be traumatically 


quenched when the fixer finds 
the body of this one humane of­ 
ficial swinging from a rope in 
the next cell. 
All the tyranny 
of the state grinds down against 
Yakov who admits freely his 
lack of bravery and allows him­ 
self no illusions. 
One expects a Malamud work 
to be of the highest order, but 
in this engrossing story he has 
surpassed himself. 
It is far 
more than a man's fight for jus­ 
tice against great odds. It en­ 
compasses the psychology of 
persecution, the philosophy of 
Jewish belief, life in Old Russia 
rises like steam from the pages, 
and on yet another level we are 
faced with the relation of life 
and death. 
But first and last we are in­ 
volved with Yakov, whose sour 
humor never leaves him, nor his 
contempt 
lor 
Cod. 
but 
who 
grows to accept the right of 
every man. including a despised 
little fixer, for freedom. 
No reader of modern novels 
can escape the "black comedy” 
so prevalent these days and the 
vast distance between such tTi­ 
tles and "The Fixer" is worth 
noting, for here also humor and 
unbelievable brutality are min­ 
gled. But here also is the living 
grace of warmth, the imme­ 
diacy of contact between real 
people, (he salty rightness of 
tlteir speech. 
Malatnud has enriched our lit­ 
erature b\ creating Yakov, and. 
one suspects, he will live on 
forever.

In 1936 
Agee and Evans were assigned 
by Fortune Magazine to make 
a study of sharecroppers, and 
spent about six weeks living 
with three tenant families in 
Alabama. 
The work they produced, in 
effect an anguished poem of 
protest and brotherly love, was 
a far cry from the journalism 
their editors evidently expected. 
At any rate. Fortune rejected 
the material and it was first 
published as a book in 1941, but 
almost completely ignored until 
a new edition came out in 1960. 
Agee presents, with infinite 
love and respect, these damaged 
people in full, poignant dimen­ 
sion. The reader is immersed 
in the utter hopelessness and 
corroding d r u d g e r y of their 
meager lives. 
Each doomed 
member of the three families 
stands out with unforgettable 
clarity. 
His artistry in selecting the

English gardener, 
after 
visiting 
California, 
de­ 
scribed it as 4,that wonderful 
land of flowers.” 
And nothing seems to have 
impressed him more than our 
winter-bearing 
annuals. 
The 
sight of so much garden color 
on a year round basis was phe­ 
nomenal. 
Our gardens are still a thrill­ 
ing 
sight 
to 
winter 
tourists. 
They come, see and are con­ 
quered 
by 
the beauty which 
so many of us take for granted. 
Yet. what they see is a drop in 
the bucket compared to what it 
could be. for all too many gar­ 
deners fail to plan and plant 
ahead for a more colorful win­ 
ter. 


THE 
THING 
to 
remember 


about winter color from annuals 
is simply this: 
If you 
don't 
plant it early, you won't have 
it to enjoy. By early, we mean 
now, or before the end of Sep­ 
tember at 
the latest. 
Annual 
plants need an early start to 
reach 
bud 
stage 
before 
the 
night temperatures drop so low 
as to stop plant growth until 
the following spring. 


If you check in at a nursery 
this week you'll find an assort­ 
ment of bedding plants that will 
give you winter bloom — stock, 
snapdragons, 
pansies, 
violas, 
calendulas, Iceland poppies and 
alyssum 
You need only trans­ 
plant them to your garden to 
enjoy 
their 
mid-winter 
color 
show.

And while some annuals 
bloom well in shade during sum­ 
mer, winter shade is something 
else again

plants they will sulk and even 
succumb. So be sure to avoid 
this 
possibility 
by 
improving 
drainage where it is known to 
be bad — or by planting else­ 
where. 


THERE IS one easy way to 
improve drainage. Rather than 
worry about the subsoil, sim­ 
ply build a framework of red­ 
wood 
header 
boards 
around 
your planting bed and add more 
soil. This has the twin advan­ 
tage of raising the bed slightly 
to solve a drainage 
problem 
and of showing plants off to 
greater advantage. 


There are other tips which 
will add to your success with 
winter annuals. 


For one, 
plant 
them a bit 
farther 
part 
than 
you 
would 
summer annuals 
This permits 
ample circulation of air and 


penetration by the winter sun­ 
light to all parts of the plants. 
For 
another, 
get 
yourself 
a 
hand c u l t i v a t o r and work 
around the plants occasionally, 
especially after rains to break 
up any tendency toward surface 
compaction. 


FINALLY, bait for slugs and 
snails more frequently than you 
do in summer. 
Not only are 
they more active during cool, 
moist weather, but the rains wilt 
wash 
out 
the 
baits 
and 
re­ 
duce their effectiveness 
The above should indicate that 
winter 
annuals 
require 
much 
the same care as summer an­ 
nuals — only a little more of 
it. This is a small fee to pay 
for the jovs of winter color, 
however, and a good excuse, 
also, to venture into the garden 
on one of those bright, sunnv 
days which make California fa­ 
mous.

A simple nail may hold the key 
to whether your investment in a 
home was worthwhile or not.

The sam e principle, of course, 
applies to garages, sheds, fences 
or other structural projects. 


THE 
ASSOCIATION, 
which 
has studied the effects of every 
major hurricane to strike the 
U.S. mainland in the last 40 
years, says it came up with one 
fundamental finding: 
The adequacy of nailing and 
the 
nail 
holding 
power 
of 
structural m aterials were the 
major factors in resistance to 
hurricane force winds. 
But 
if 
hurricanes 
test 
the 
safety of a home, there still is 
the question 
of 
steadfastness 
under normal conditions. Thus, 
overall snugness, essential to 
the 
durability 
of 
surfacing 
materials and low cost cooling 
and 
heating, 
are 
assured 
if 


framing 
lumber 
maintains 
a 
firm grip of nails and other 
fastenings. 


THE TIME TO Ihink about 
these things, says the associa­ 
tion, is in the planning stages of 
the home. 


"F irst,'’ says the association, 
"m ake sure that your home 
will be framed by lumber with 
good 
natural 
nail 
holding 
ability. Some species of wood 
are better endowed by nature 
in 
this 
respect 
than 
others. 
Such 
differentials 
should 
be 
carefully considered when pre­ 
paring lumber specifications.” 
Specify lumber that’s proper­ 
ly 
seasoned 
and 
pre-shrunk 
before being surfaced to final 
size, the association advises. 


“ ALL FRESHLY cut lumber 
is literally saturated with water 
inherited 
from 
the 
parent 
tree,” 
it 
says. 
"As 
this 
moisture evaporates, wood cells 
contract 
and 
the 
lumber 
shrinks. Such loss of size is 
inevitable — regardless of spe­ 
cies. 
“ It's important that it occurs 
at the mill—not atier lumber nas 
been placed in the framework of 
your home."
